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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
apparatus in which an endothermic steam reforming reaction produces hydrogen, an 
exothermic oxidation reaction which oxidizes crude fuel comprises a catalytic section, 
and a fuel gas supply providing crude fuel, steam, and oxygen, a gaseous fuel output, 
and a unit for particular gas flow regulation of fuel gas is not shown in the prior art.
